S ecretary of W ar G arrison w as ex­ 
actly right in sharp ly calling M ajor 
G eneral Wood to account for perm it­ 
ting Theodore R oosevelt to attack the 
adm inistration as violently as he did 
in his address to th e m en in the mill 
tary 
train in g 
cam p 
a t 
Plattsburg 
W ednesday. No one objects 
to Colo­ 
nel Roosevelt gooing 
as 
far as he 
Ukes in abusing governm ent officials 
in speeches m ade 
before m iscellan­ 
eous gatherings or in his prolific pri­ 
vate utterances, because he just c an ’t 
help it, but to say the least, it was a 
display of very poor ta ste for him to 
do so before a sem i-m ilitary body of 
m en, 
assem bled 
under 
government 
auspices and under the charge of a 
high arm y officer, 
to 
learn m ilitary 
discipline. 
He was to 
a 
certain 
ex ten t the 
guest of the adm inistration and in de­ 
parting from the subject upon which 
he 
w as 
supposed 
to 
speak, 
and 
launching a violent and vitrolic de­ 
nunciation of the 
president 
of the 
U nited S tates and of his official acts, 
he set an exam ple of abuse of hos­ 
pitality such as has seldom been giv­ 
en by one w ho expects to be classed 
as a gentlem an. The attack w as de­ 
liberately 
prepared 
and maliciously 
uttered, and can not be said to have 
been the result 
of 
sudden 
passion, 
aroused by the heat of public dscus- 
sion, for the address had been w rit­ 
ten out m any days before 
and ad­ 
vance copies had been sen t to all the 
new spapers of the 
country for pub­ 
lication as' soon as delivered. 
G eneral W ood’s part in the m atter 
can not but be subject to criticism.

arm y is supposed to know’ no politics 
in the discharge of his duties. He is 
expected to be loyal to the adm inis­ 
tration under which he serves.

And if this wras 
not done, he should, know ing Colonel 
Roosevelt as he does, have secured a 
copy and a fte r reading prohibited its 
delivery. 
But w'e m ust rem em ber that Colo­ 
nel Roosevelt and G eneral Wood Bee

closest 
friends. 
' G eneral 
Wood, then a colonel, 
was %in com ­ 
m and of the fam ous Rough R fifers of 
which Colonel R oosevelt w’as lieu ten ­ 
ant colonel, and 
when 
Wood 
w'a* 
prom oted to brigadier general, Roose­ 
velt took the place he vacated. Later, 
when Roosevelt becam e president, he 
picked Wood as the chief recipient in 
the arm y of presidential favors and 
prom oted him over the h ead s.of other 
tried and true officers, regardless of 
all considerations of right or justice 
or fitness. 
W e can not, therefore, 
escape the 
conclusion th a t General Wood knew 
ju s t w hat Colonel Roosevelt was to 
say and that he gave his sanction by- 
p erm itting it to be said.

true, then G eneral Wood is guilty of 
a flagrant breach of discipline, and it 
would seem is no longer deserving of 
Hie high com m and with which he is 
jiow intrusted.

present arrang e­ 
m ents, are to be William J. Bryan, 
form er secretary of state: Governor 
Dunne 
and 
Mayor 
William 
Hale 
Thompson, of Chicago. 
John Peter Altgeld was born in Ger­ 
m any in December. 1847, and brought 
to this country in infancy by his par­ 
ents, who settled in Mansfield, Ohio. 
He served in the civil w ar as a pri­ 
vate in the Union army. 
He moved to Missouri 
after 
the 
close of the civil 
war, 
w here 
he 
taught school for a few years, and 
later studied law. 
He w*as county a t­ 
torney of Andrew county, Missouri, 
in 1874. 
He came to Chicago in 18^5 
and practiced law* and later became 
active in the democratic party. 
In 
1884 he was an unsuccessful candi­ 
date for congress. 
In 1886 he w'as 
elected judge of the superior court. 
He was elected governor of Illinois 
in 1892 and served one term. 
One of his first official acts was to 
pardon three anarchists convicted for 
complicity in the H aym arket riot at 
Chicago, May 4, 1886. in which seven 
policemen were killed and a num ber 
injured. 
Governor Altgeld was a champion,

Hog cholera is making its appear­ 
ance in many localities throughout the 
state, and, as this is the season of the 
year that the disease begins to spread 
rapidly, it behooves every farm er and 
stock raiser to do ever>thing possi­ 
ble to keep the infection away from 
his neighbor's hogs as well as his own. 
In this connection we wish to call your 
attention to a few 
“Don’ts,” 
wiiieh 
w ill be of great assistance. 
Don’t go into your neighbor’s hog 
lot if you have sick hogs at home, and 
don’t allow him to come into your 
lot if his hogs are sick. 
Don’t go near 
any 
public 
stock 
yards, unless you disinfect your shoes 
before going into your hog lot. 
Don’t bury the carcass of a hog 
that dies; burn it. 
* 
Don’t feed the carcass of any other 
animal to your hogs; bury deep and 
cover with quick lime, or burn it. 
Don’t allow' your hogs to have ac­ 
cess to running stream s; they may be 
full of cholera germs. 
Don’t let your hog prowl around, 
day or night, if there are any sick 
hogs anywhere in the county he is 
liable to bring the disease home. 
Don’t overlook 
the 
necessity 
of 
keeping your hogs clean of parasites. 
These weaken your 
hogs; 
making 
them much more susceptible to dis­ 
ease. 
Don’t leave a pig in your herd after 
he shows signs of being off; take it 
for granted th at he has cholera; and 
quarantine him. 
Call a competent 
veterinarian at once. 
Don’t under any circumstances buy 
or take home a hog out bf a public 
stock yards. 
Don’t put a new hog in the herd 
without first placing it in quarantine 
for at least three weeks. 
Don’t haul hogs for your neighbor, 
if his hogs are sick. 
Don’t make an abrupt change in the 
feed of your hogs, especially when 
changing from old to new corn. 
If 
you do you will be almost surcv to 
get the digestive organs out of fix, and 
have them iii splendid condition to 
contract disease. 
The fight against hog cholera is the 
farm er and stock raiser’s job. 
Don’t 
neglect your hogs until the disease 
gets a firm hold of your herd. 
Clean 
lip and stay cleaned up. 
Use pre­ 
caution in feeding and watering and 
the disease will be very materially re­ 
duced.
